Hat there is a God, and that he 
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charitable man with great peremptorineſs 
to pronounce, That .that Heathen genera- 
07 ſhall riſe up in Judgment againſt. 
them, and find it more tolerable in the 
day of wrath.” For as-God—hath - vouch- 
ſafed to give Chriſtians better means t0 
"know, and greater helps and encourage= 
ments to perform their duty; ſo conſe- 
quently the negleftt of it muſt needs bring 


them into greater condemnation, 


Beſides, their danger is increaſed tos, 
becauſe their ſin is highly aggravated ſrom 
thoſe deep Obligations which .they laid upon 
themſelves, when at firſt .in their Bap- 
tiſm they were denominated ſuch. For 
then they vowed a moſt folemn Vow, 
that they world worſhip' God, and ſerve 
him truly all- the days ' of their life ; /o 
that their neolefF here can be interpreted 
for no leſs than the vwileft perjury, and 4 
breach of Covenant with 'God bimſelf, and 
therefore will - certainly not -only deprive 
. them of all the. benefits of that Covenant , 
but alſo render them obnoxious to many 
more ſtripes. Donbtleſs then no ſmcere 
Chriſftien will truly conſider this, without 
repentiro beartily of all ſuch ſinful omiſſi- 
ns, and reſolving ſeriouſly for the future 
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to be moſt conſtant and intent 'in the Duty; 


Now. the oe" of God does chiefly 
conſift 'in our offering up to him Prayers, - 
Praiſes, and Thankſgivings : and this muFt 
be fi prtrorcy us all both in publick' 
and private.” "So that neither can the t6< 
ing of -it"'in publick attone for _ the negleit- 
of it '1n- private, nor the private 'perfor=' 
mance on the other hand any way excuſe the 
contempt "of -the publick. | For as he | who - 
does his duty only in publick, * ſeems to ' aim. 
at the praiſe of men more than -the praiſe 
of God, ' and ſhall receive 'no other” re-

thinks to: approve himſelf unto God byhis 
meer private and ſolitary ſervices, ſhall

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Dharch 4s accounted by God a @ muſt 
heinous Trauſpreſſion ;, and as many as ſhall 
milfully and eofinately \porb in it ( how- 
ſoever elſe they pretend to worſhip him in 
private) can have no juſt grounds to hops 
that they ſhall be accepted of God, but may 
"with more reaſon expe} that be ſhould 
openly puriſh.their open diſobedience, r4= 
ther than ſo reward that half-obedience, 
which be ſeeth in ſecret. We muſt there- 
fore duly and faithfully ſerve God , both 
publickly in the Church ;. and privately im 
the Houſe, that is, as well ſecretly by 
our ſelves, as alſo more openly in our fami- 
lies, which though it be a kind of Publick 
Service too, yet 1 call it private in. oppoſe 
tion to that more publick one of tht 
Church. 


Now no Church has ever . yet made a 
better proviſion for the Service of God, than 
our good other the Church of England.

but from the more early Liturgies of 
purer times, And where ſhe cannot boaſt 
of ſach Antiquity, there ſhe recommends 
nothing to her Votaries, but what was 
either made or approved bly thoſe who 
were the greateſt Enemies to Popery, and 
the beſt friends to our moſt glorious Re- 
formation, Nay, what ſhe recommends . 
(which is indeed' ber greateft honour) is 
the very ſumm and ſubſtance of God's 
moſt holy Word. She expreſſeth: her ſelf 
for the moſt part in Scripture Language : 
And if at any time ſhe does not , even 
then ſhe cannot . be charged with the leaſt 
contradiftion againſt it but may boldly 
challenge all her Enemies, and ſay in the 
words of her dear Lord, Which of you 
 convinceth me of ſin ?
